Ike To Urge Passage Of Anti-Bias Travel Bill 

President Eisenhower will shortly come out in favor 
of a bill to ban segregation in interstate travel and 
will ask that it be passed during the current session 
of the 83rd Congress, JET learned. 

White House sources disclosed that the President’s 
top administrative staff is working on “surprise 
action” regarding the bill. The aides reportedly have 
consulted administrative leaders in both houses as to 
the proper time for such a move. Congress is tenta- 
tively scheduled to adjourn July 30. 

The President, the sources said, is ‘highly in fa- 
vor” of the measure, which is urged by Negro lead- 
ers to implement a Supreme Court decision of two 
years ago which ruled that interstate segregation on 
trains, buses and planes was illegal. GOP leaders, in 
view of strategic elections this fall, are anxious for 
the White House to press for passage of the bill in 
order to attract the Negro vote in northern cities. 

Up to now, the President has hesitated to speak 
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out for the bill because of the slim Republican margin in 
both houses and the accompanying failure to enact sev- 
eral important measures dealing with farm problems and 
foreign trade. Since the anticipated “Southern resist- 
ance” to the anti-Jim Crow travel bill appears to be 
dwindling, a filibuster against the bill is not expected. 
One southern congressman, Rep. Brooks Hays (D., Ark.), 
is publicly supporting the bill, JET learned. 


Texas City Closes 12 Pools After Negroes Use One 

San Antonio’s 12 municipal swimming pools were closed 
“for cleaning and repairs” after six Negroes swam for 20 
minutes in a white pool. The Negroes, four youths and 
two men who said they belonged to a Sunday school class, 
swam in Woodlawn pool but the whites left. When the 
city’s councilmen found there were no local laws barring 
Negroes from the pools, recreational officials shut down 
the pools.

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State Department Lifts Col. Julian’s Pacepans 
Colonel Hubert Fauntleroy Julian, con- 
troversial soldier of fortune, known as 
the “Black Eagle of Harlem,” was asked 
to surrender his passport by the State 
Department as he stepped from a Paris 
to New York plane at Idlewild Airport. 
Colonel Julian was in Europe attempting 
to negotiate the purchase of ammunition 
in Sweden for the Communist-led gov- 
ernment of Guatemala. In Washington, Col. Julian 
the State Department’s passport division told JET that 
the department “wants to be consulted on any further 
travel plans that Julian might have.” John W. Reap, a 
department spokesman, said Julian now must apply for 
official permission to travel anywhere outside the U. S. 
Julian said he would apply to the courts for cancellation 
of his citizenship. “I’m not going to stay here if I’m not 
wanted,” he said. Julian was also ordered by the Justice 
Department to register as a foreign agent for Guatemala.

The cop, Donald A. Mul- 
vey, was fined $25 and suspended indefinitely by Police 
Chief W. J. Burns following the incident.

Premier Nkrumah Wins First Gold Coast Election 

Gold Coast Premier Kwame Nkrumah, 
44-year-old Lincoln (Pa.) University 
graduate, and his Convention People’s 
Party were returned to power by winning 
68 seats in the colony’s first direct elec- 
tion for its 104-member legislature. 
Nkrumah, who was elected premier in 
1951 by the legislature, is assured of 
being retained to lead the colony in its 
last steps toward independence by virtue Promtarlifamah 
of his party’s majority in the legislature. He was elected 
by a 10,000 margin in his district. Also elected were five 
of Nkrumah’s cabinet ministers and Mabel Dove, first 
African woman member of the assembly. 


Malan Race Bill Suffers Second Defeat In S. Africa 

The South African government failed in parliament for 
the second time in less than a year to bar 38,000 colored 
voters from the common registration rolls. Pushed by 
Prime Minister Daniel Malan as part of his segregation 
program, the bill received 129 votes of the required two- 
thirds majority of 138 votes. Under the bill, the persons 
of mixed parentage in Cape Province would be registered 
separately and allowed to vote for four white members 
of the house of assembly. 





Africans To Build $140.000 Integrated School 

A $140,000 school, open to all races, will be built 
at Moshi in Tanganyika, Africa, by the Chagga tribe 
and will be the first institution built and paid for 
entirely by Africans in the region. The Chaggas, who 
live on the southern slopes of Mt. Kilimanjaro, have 
grown rich in the past few years on their coffee 
crop and the school will be financed from profits of 
their Kilimanjaro Native Cooperative Union.

A Virginia law prohibiting interracial marriages will be 
tested in the State Supreme Court of Appeals by an East 
Indian and his white wife whose marriage was annulled 
last February by the Portsmouth, Va., circuit court. At- 
torneys for Ham Say Naim and his wife will base their 
appeal on the claim the state law is unconstitutional. 
Meanwhile, Georgia Attorney General Eugene Cook chal- 
lenged the legality of the marriage of a white ex-GI and 
his Japanese war bride. He did not indicate, however, 
when his office would begin legal action against the couple. 





Fla. Woman Fined For Sex Orgies With 15 Boys 

A 24-year-old Tampa, Fla., woman, Inez McLaren, 
was fined $250 or 100 days in jail for immoral acts 
with 15 teen-age boys who lined up for sex orgies 
with the woman in a vacant house.

Two prominent Charlotte, N. C., educators, arrested to- 
gether by police four months ago for unnatural sex rela- 
tions in an automobile, were convicted of committing a 
crime against nature and sentenced to prison terms.

Ex-Boxer Aaron Perry Gets 10-Month Jail Sentence 

Former welterweight boxing contender Aaron Perry, 27, 
Washington, D. C., found guilty of simple assault in the 
death of a white taxicab driver, was sentenced to 10 
months in jail. The cab driver, Harry Calomeris, 63, white, 
died following a fight with Perry over two girls who were 
with the cal driver. Perry was arrested last September 
and held under a $10,000 bond after the cab driver was 
hospitalized with a fractured skull.

When her missionary father’s body was exhumed and 
his head severed and stolen during the night, Laura Wood- 
bury was not outraged. She said simply: “This is Africa.” 
In Beyond The Hungry Country (J. B. 
Lippincott, $3.50) , author Louise A. Stine- 
torf writes wittily and compassionately 
of the experiences of the “white outside, 
black inside” missionary woman who 
wisely saw the customs of Africa as being 
neither horrible nor inferior. Said she: 
“Their civilization is merely different.” 
@ It was this attitude which gave her 
Miss Stinetorf strength when, in a mysterious, window- 
less hut beyond the Hungry Country, she again came face 
to face with her father’s decapitated head. Explained the 
proud African chief who owned the head: “That white 
man’s wisdom is now mine and my people’s.” She under- 
stood. 

Beyond The Hungry Country is a semi-autobiographi- 
cal, semi-fictional adventure story which details the joys 
and hardships of white missionaries in Africa while tell- 
ing the romantic story of white, bush-born Laura Wood- 
bury. Reality and romance are knitted together in an 
entertaining and very readable novel. 


® Miss Stinetorf, who also wrote the novel White Witch 
Doctor, writes of an Africa removed from the racial vio- 
lence of Kenya and the terrible tensions of South Africa. 
And yet, significantly, she says by indirection what all the 
others who write about that troubled continent are say- 
ing: That the African too is a being of intelligence and 
dignity. She proves it by writing with insight and under- 
standing of the more “primitive” among the African 
people.—H.W.F.

At the jury trial of the damage suit in Baltimore, Uni- 
versity of Maryland faculty member Dr. Charles Reid 
called the operation a “regrettable incident.”

Doctors D. M. Spotwood, 47, and William A. Lewis, 177, 
were admitted to the Tennessee State Medical Association 
in Nashville and became the first Negro members of the 
previously all-white medical group. The doctors were 
accepted into the Giles County medical society. 


Cateress Sues Dentist For Loss Of Teeth 

A prominent Washington, D. C., cateress, Mrs. Virginia 
Matthews, filed a $10,000 damage suit against Dr. Aaron 
Russell, a dentist, charging that he dropped one of his 
instruments in her mouth and knocked out two teeth. 





African ‘Brew’ May Be New Anti-TB Serum 

A fermented milk concoction, brewed by South 
African tribesmen, is being investigated by Johan- 
nesburg scientists who believe it might be almost as 
effective as streptomycin in killing tuberculosis 
germs. According to the South African Council for 
Scientific and Industrial Research, the scientists 
stumbled on the new antibiotic when they noticed 
the Africans were virtually immune to the TB so 
prevalent among local cattle.

On a bleak, winter’s day last December, Norfolk, Va., res- 
idents were rudely shocked in the midst of their Christ- 
mas season celebration by John W. Vester, a 31-year-old 
demented Negro huckster who slashed his aged mother’s 
throat, dressed her in his coat, pants and cap, then per- 
formed a weird dance of death over her as she lay in 
the street. Only an hour earlier, his sister had left the 
house to have him committed to a mental institution. 

Similarly, the entire state of Mississippi was aroused 
early this year when World War II veteran Eddie Noel 
shot to death three white men and wounded three others 
in a spree of amazing sharp-shooting. He was captured 
later and adjudged insane. 

These are but two isolated cases in the nation’s total 
mental picture of more than one-and-a-half million un- 
balanced people. And, the National Association for Mental 
Health reports, care for only 650,000 of them in hospitals 
costs almost a billion dollars yearly. Roughly 40,000 of 
those in institutions are Negroes, and another 100,000 
demented Negroes are mingling in society. 

More specifically, a study of mental disease among 
Negroes in New York state, conducted by Dr. Benjamin 
Malzberg of the state’s department of hygiene, showed 
that proportionately, Negro insane outnumbered whites 
2 to 1 and their insanity rate is rapidly increasing. 

It has been estimated that one out of every 200 Negroes 
has been in an asylum, and one out of 10 now walking the 
streets is sufficiently neurotic to require medical care. 

This may be borne out by the number of Negroes who 
become violent before they are committed to institutions. 
For instance, a 25-year-old ex-GI, Arnold R. McReynolds, 
shot to death a man who warned him to leave his wife

alone, and was ruled insane by a Washington, D. C., court. 

A clue to just why more Negroes are going insane may 
lie in a close look at some of the chief symptoms of sick 
minds. These include delusions of persecution, gnawing 
anxieties, intense fears, and extreme moods. Negroes are 
most susceptible to the first three. 

One reason for this is the social evolution through 
which the Negro has passed during the last century. Only 
a decade or so ago, before he was able to throw off most 
of the shackles of race prejudice and job discrimination, 
the Negro could lay most of his troubles to one source: 
the white man’s tyranny. Today, however, the Negro finds 
fewer racial barriers and must place the blame elsewhere 
for his increasing 
doubts and fears— 
both known forerun- 
ners of mental illness. 
The chief cause of in- 
sanity among Negroes 
is schizophrenia — a 
mental disorder char- 
acterized by a split 
personality in which 
the emotions run 
counter to the mind’s 
thinking. Such was 
the case of Mrs. Cora 
Gibson, 51, a mother 
of 16 children, who 
shot her husband to 
death in the belief 
that he had put “dev- 
il powder” in her bed 
for seven years. This
